Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

One excision is required to reduce a strong ejaculation sequence at the end of the fifth scene. The 
highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning nature of the conduct strongly degrades and 
dehumanises the woman concerned, as it reduces her to an object for the sexual use of men. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled What Wet Bitches! XXX 28 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains sexually explicit material produced for the arousal and entertainment of adult 
heterosexual viewers. One scene in the feature depicts an ejaculation sequence that involves sexual 
conduct that is degrading, dehumanising and demeaning to the woman involved and by extension 
women in general. The camera often accentuates this degrading effect. With this material included 
on the DVD, its availability even to adult viewers is likely to lead to the development of negative 
attitudes towards women, gender roles and intimate relationships. The Classification Office 
recommended that the distributor of the publication remove the sequence from the DVD so that it 
could be classified as R18, restricting it to persons 18 years of age and over. The distributor 
declined the opportunity to make the excision, so the DVD is objectionable. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in section 
14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This decision represents the minimum interference 
with the freedom of expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. The 
decision is, therefore, demonstrably justified in any free and democratic society. 
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
